Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arugment focused mainly on the 
following issues: 

A) Kosaka does not disclose the extraction of the entire existing web-pages. 

B) Kosaka does not disclose any type of graphical user interface to assist the user in creating the new web-page, 

C) Kosaka does not disclose rendering of remainder of a web page transparent. 
Examiner disagrees. 

A) Kosaka teaches dividing a web page into multiple objects (page 17. paragraph 1), and he doesn not limit the number of objects that 
user can select from a single webpage (page 9, paragraph 2). Therefore user can extract the entire existing webpage. 

B) Kosaka teaches a graphical user interface to assist the user in creating the new webpage (page, paragraph 2, fig 15, and 21 ) 

C) Microsoft defines transparent to be a characteristic of the lack of color in a particular region of an image so that the background color 
of the display shows through. Kosaka teaches when an object is not selected Its region is not displayed, so that the selected region of 
the second web page can be displayed (fig. 21, items, b and c, fig 7. items, b and c) , 
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
